The Committee, whilst admitting in their report the 
possibility that the amount of office space which has 
already received planning approval may mean that the 
demand has been more than met, obviously, and 
probably rightly, believes that this is not so. They are 
considering therefore by what further means (in 
addition to planning refusal) the present rate of office 
development may be reduced and whether an increase 
in the residential population of the central area can 
be encouraged. All of which action is in line with that 
already taken by the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government in the several amendments he has caused 
to be made to the Development Plan for London. 


In considering what further measures should be taken, 
the Committee propose to initiate discussions with the 
Minister and with adjoining county planning authori- 
ties on the subject of a possible plan for office develop- 
ment for the whole of the London Region. 

This is a wise course which it is hoped will be 
pursued with all speed; but what seems to be a principle 
thought behind it does not appear so sound. The com- 
mittee in its report expresses the opinion: . that 
the maintenance of headquarters offices in London is 
not incompatible with the decentralisation by large 
firms and organisations of departments dealing with 
routine clerical work.” This is not everybody’s point of

view. First, much of the new office space requirement 
has been brought about by the desire of large firms to 
accommodate all their staff under one roof; a factor 
which tends to lessen congestion to some extent because 
to-ing and fro-ing of executives between offices is cut 
out, productivity 1s raised and the individual does not 


have to make wasteful journey’s in the firm’s time. 


Secondly, decentralisation of departments would 
mean imposing a further strain on transport during the 
hours when sightseers and visitors throng the streets and 
shops and when some transport services are reduced to 
save on running costs. On the subject of visitors as a 
source of national revenue, does the value of London as 
a tourist centre rank so high that industry should suffer; 
or will the loss to industry from decentralisation be 
greater than the gain from less inconvenienced tourists? 


Thirdly, that robust though sometimes unpopular 
child promise many 
routine clerical jobs; and this might be more swiftly

The problem is complex to put it mildly; these and 
many other questions need to be answered. A beginning 
has to be made somewhere and an overall office 
development plan for the London Region would be a 
good start.

COVENTRY WINDOWS 


I missed the opening of the exhibition of Coventry 
Cathedral windows at the V. and A., or | would have 
written about them before. The first thing to be said 
is that they have been admirably presented in exactly 
the right atmosphere with church music accompaniment 
Six of the ten windows are shown and they are arranged 
stepped back from the visitor three on either side of 
the room much as they will be in the Cathedral, 
although the relationship between wall and window 
space will there be very different. My first impression 
was of their great height, then of their deep and lovely 
colours and then of the many contrasts between them. 
As shown at present with artificial light shining through 
the glass the interior is dim, and some of the darker 
colours show almost black. Daylight will be very much 
brighter and will provide a much more evenly distri- 
buted light source that it has been possible to supply 
in the restricted space in the museum. The individual 
areas of glass are quite small and build up into elaborate

The three designers, Laurence Lee, Geoffrey Clarke 
and Keith New, all ex-students of the R.C.A., have 
written elaborate descriptions of the iconography of the 
windows.

Unsatisfactory Plumbing 


Dear Sir,—In your issue of 12th July, your contributor 
“ Dutch Uncle” makes an interesting and critical analysis 
of some of the problems of British plumbing. We feel 
bound to comment however on his sweeping inference that 
the Registered plumber has no greater knowledge of 
plumbing than “ the odd man around the corner.” 

It should be known that a large proportion of the 
Registered plumbers of this country have passed either the 
Final Examination in Plumber’s Work of the City & Guilds 
of London Institute or the Examination of the Registered 
Plumbers Association. Both examinations are of a high 
standard and are accepted as qualifications in the plumbing 
trade. Applicants for Registration not having passed the 
examinations must satisfy local examination committees 
that they are competent craftsmen before they are accepted. 
It is claimed therefore that all Registered plumbers are 
above average standard. 

Every Registered plumber undertakes to do nothing 
“ contrary to the integrity of the trade and injurious to the 
public,” and the Worshipful Company of Plumbers upon 
whose authority the Certificate of Registration is awarded, 
will investigate charges of inferior workmanship made by 
anyone against a Registered plumber and, if a charge is 
substantiated, may strike the offender's name from the 
Register. 

We would like to draw attention to the fact that the

Public Interviews for Public Appointments 


The Council considered a report from the Salaried and 
Official Architects’ Committee on a recent case in which 
a short list of candidates had been interviewed for appoint- 
ment by a public authority. The full discussions of the 
Selection Committee which had interviewed them were 
allowed to be published in the press with consequent 
embarrassment to the unsuccessful candidates. It was 
agreed to make representations to the County Councils 
Associations and the Association of Municipal Corpora- 
tions with the suggestion that local authorities be advised 
that the discussion of candidates’ qualifications, 
personalities and aptitudes should not be allowed to 
be printed in the public press. It was also agreed to 
express the Council’s opinion that the publication of the 
names of a short list of candidates was in itself invidious.

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Postwar Church Building Exhibition 


The exhibition, which was originally shown at the 
Building Centre, Store Street, London, W.C.1, is now 
being sent On tour in response to a demand from both 
architects and the general public, who found it of consider- 
able interest in view of the great amount of church build- 
ing going on throughout the country. The Central Council 
for the Care of Churches feel too that it may help clergy 
and parishes who are faced with the task of providing 
churches for new housing areas, and that even architects 
might find it interesting and useful to see what is being 
done elsewhere in the country. 

The exhibition was originally organised by the Central 
Council for the Care of Churches, the Church Assembly 
having called for an enquiry by the Church Commissioners 
and the Central Council into present standards of new 
church building in relation to rising costs. The provision 
of new churches being in the Church of England a matter 
for diocesan and parochial effort, it was felt that to col- 
lect and show in a central place a representative selection 
of designs, all made since 1940, might stimulate architects 
to give more study to the matter, and give parishes the 
opportunity to compare various types of buildings and 
their cost. 

The impression seems widespread that not much church 
building has been attempted since the war. This small 
selection should dispel this idea, but the purpose of the 
exhibition is not propaganda, and only some very provi- 
sional figures are available, from which it appears that in 
30 dioceses some 171 churches and church halls have been 
built since the war ended. 

The selection of exhibifs was made by the Standing 
Committee of the Centra] Council. (Further comment on 
the basis of selection may be obtained from the foreword 
to the catalogue of the exhibition). 

The information given in the captions and amplified 
in the catalogue was given by the architects themselves, 
and the Central Council for the Care of Churches accepts 
no responsibility for its accuracy. 

For the tour of the exhibition, a printed catalogue is 
being provided at 2/- per copy. This contains a most valu- 
able article by Mr. George G. Pace, F.R.I.B.A., F.S.A., 
on the general principles which should guide the architect 
who is called upon to design a church, as well as detailed 
information about the exhibits, which are arranged in four 
groups—Churches I Projects, Churches Il Completed, Dual- 
purpose Hall-Churches I Projects and Dual-Purpose Hall- 
Churches II Completed. At the end of the catalogue will 
be found a list of the architects whose designs are included 
in the exhibition. A feature of the catalogue which it is 
hoped will be found useful is a select but comprehensive 
bibliography of books, pamphlets and periodicals on 
church building.

Law and Administration 


Planning Criteria 

Recently the Minister of Housing and Local Government 
held a local inquiry into proposals to extend industrial and 
residential development in the Luton area. The letter which 
now conveys his decision in the matter is an unusual and 
interesting document. The Minister has for a long time 
been pressed to provide more enlightening decision letters 
in connection with planning appeals. There is also little 
doubt that these letters still leave very much to be desired. 
The present letter, however, is unusually clear and 
exhaustive. The letter makes it clear that the Minister had 
in mind certain fair clear principles when he made his 
decision in this matter and these principles are lucidly set 
out in the letter. It will be instructive to see if this letter 
has been so carefully and intelligibly drafted merely 
because powerful interests are involved or whether it makes 
a change in Ministerial methods. 


Control of Land use 


It may be that one of the reasons for much of the 
criticism of land use control] is that it attempts to do too 
much. This was the burden of the comments made by the 
President of the Chartered Auctioneers and Estate Agents 
Institute in his Presidential Address. 

“It must be granted that control is necessary to 
prevent selfish exploitation, but proper planning control 
should consist of the lightest possible touch on the reins 
guiding natural tendencies; there is a lot of our country 
and the development of its parts needs co-ordination. 
Town planning should be a matter for the large canvas 
with a large brush. 

“Its concerns should be the big issues location of 
industry traffic routes green belts and the like. 
When it descends as it does under the 1947 Act, to pre- 
Raphaelite detailed interest in the size of bay windows 
and the colours of roofing tiles, it can become 
ridiculous. Detailed control of this kind is merely the 
imposition of one man’s whim on another in a 
totalitarian way.” 

There will doubtless be several views on the rightness 
of this opinion but it is noticeable that decision letters on 


the “ big issues ” are almost the only satisfactory ones. 


Housing Rents 

Both Ministry of Housing and Local Government and 
the Department of Health for Scotland have recently issued 
important circulars on rents of local authority houses. 


Circular 29/56 deals with differential rent schemes in 
England and Wales. It is intended to provide guidance to 
Councils who are considering introducing such Schemes. 
An Appendix sets out examples of differential rent schemes 
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for Boroughs and Urban and Rural Districts which are 
already in operation. Two of these schemes are also used 
to illustrate D.H.S. Circular 23/1956. This Circular has a 
somewhat different approach from its English counterpart 
and analyses the changes in the level of rents and earnings 
in a useful way. The two Circulars may usefully be read 
together. 


The London Region 


Three years ago the Town Planning Institute appointed 
a London Regional Planning Committee which has now 
produced a Report. It is hoped to review this more fully in 
the near future. They were dealing with a very vexed and 
complex problem. It is small wonder that public authorities 
cannot agree upon adequate remedies for this committee of 
experts quite plainly were unable to agree among them- 
selves upon remedies. No one need look to this Report for 
active help upon what should be done for it contains 
nothing new. It restates much that is old in a form which 
is better stated elsewhere. The Report contains however in 
a convenient form much carefully colated and invaluable 
information

Nottingham Almshouses 


Mr. Eric Fletcher asked the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government what representations he received prior 
to the demolition of the Abel Collin’s Almshouses, Notting- 
ham; and on what grounds he declined to make a building 
preservation order under the Ancient Monuments and 
Historic Buildings Act. 

Mr. Powell, the Parliamentary Secretary, told him that 
the Nottingham Corporation made strong representations 
supporting the proposal of the trustees of the charity con- 
cerned to demolish these almshouses. In a letter to the Cor- 
poration the Minister had set out the grounds on which he 
decided not to make a building preservation order under 
the Town and Country Planning Act, 1947. He had since 
received representations from the Georgian Group and 
from local architects expressing regret at this decision 
(July 17). 


Parliament 


Offices in London 


Mr. Rippon (Cons.) asked the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government whether his attention had been called 
to the London County Council report about office develop- 
ment in central London; and whether he would consult 
with the L.C.C. about the action to be taken about the 
problem which it reveals. Mrs. Lena Jeger (Labour) asked 
the Minister for an estimate of the amount of residential 
property in central London being used as offices; and 
whether, in view of the increase in new office accommoda- 
tion, he would take powers to ensure that, where suitable, 
these houses, in addition to those with a temporary permis- 
sion for office use, would revert to residential use. 

Mr. Sandys replied that last year, after considering the 
County of London Development Plan, he asked the L.C.C. 
to carry out a survey of actual and proposed office building 
in central London. The report setting out the results of the 
survey was published the previous week. The particular 
information asked for by Mrs. Jeger was not available; but 
the report showed that, since 1948, office space for 96,000 
workers had been provided in the central area of London, 
space for another 66,000 was under construction, and 
planning permissions already given, but not yet acted on, 
provided for 116,000 more. He had already had a number 
of discussions with representatives of the County Council 
about this problem, and he was expecting shortly to re- 
ceive from them proposals for further action. 

Answering a point made by Mr. Langford-Holt about 
car parking facilities, he said the L.C.C. were being very 
strict in requiring the provision of car parking space in the 
new office accommodation. (July 17).

REPORT BY TOWN 


SURVEY has been carried out to assess the amount 

of additional office floor space in the central area 
allowed by planning permissions given during the period 
from mid- 1948 (when the statutory register of planning 
applications was instituted) to 31st December, 1955. The 
area covered by the survey is approximately the same as 
the London Transport Executive’s central area for passen- 
ger census purposes; it includes almost the whole of West- 
minster and Finsbury, the whole of Holborn, the southern 
part of St. Marylebone and St. Pancras and small parts of 
Chelsea, Shoreditch, Stepney, Bermondsey, Lambeth and 
Southwark. The City of London was covered by a separate 
survey undertaken by the City Corporation and the figures 
given below are for the whole area.

The survey shows that between 1948 and 1955 planning 
consents were given to new office buildings and the con- 
version of existing premises to office use which would pro- 
vide about 42 million sq ft of new office accommodation. 
Of this accommodation over 14} million sq ft had been 
provided by 31st January, 1956, nearly 10 million sq ft in 
new buildings was in course of erection, and the construc- 
tion of about 174 million sq ft had not yet been com- 
menced. The year showing the highest rate of approvals 
of new accommodation was 1954 (64 million sq ft). There 
was some reduction in 1955 (just over 44 million sq ft). 

Allowing 150 sq ft of office space per person, the total 
accommodation would provide space for about 278,000 
office workers (96,000 in buildings already completed and 
converted premises, nearly 66,000 in buildings being erected 
and a further 116,000 in buildings not yet begun. 

The figures given above do not necessarily represent a 
net increase of 278,000 in the numbers of workers in the 
central area. Some of the new office accommodation will

alleviate overcrowding in existing offices. It must also be 
borne in mind that a vast quantity of office accommodation 
was destroyed by bombing, that there was a virtual cessa- 
tion of office building for more than ten years, and that 
many firms have had staffs distributed over a number of 
buildings which are often widely separated and inconven- 
ient. Much of this new building was therefore desirable in 
the interests of efficiency and good working conditions. 

As indicated above, the office floor space in course of 
erection, together with that approved but not yet being 
built, would provide space for 182.000 workers. Allowing 
for the spread out of workers for whom improved stan 
dards of accommodation are being provided, the net in- 
crease might be about 150,000 persons. It is estimated that 
there are at present between 550,000 and 600,000 office 
workers in the central area; so that planning consents 
already given will allow an increase of the order of one- 
fifth to one-quarter over the present office population. 
There is as yet insufficient evidence to show the effect of 
automation in offices on staffing and space requirements 

We have considered to what extent post-war office accom- 
modation is a net increase over that which previously existed 
in the central area. No figures of comparison between pre- 
and post-war office accommodation are available for the 
area aS a whole, but so far as the City of London is con- 
cerned the available figures indicate that there will be a net 
increase of about one-third in office floor space compared 
with pre-war (from 37.5 million sq ft to 49.8 sq million 
ft), with an estimated net increase in employment of about 
40,000 when redevelopment is complete. Allowing for the 
replacement of war-damage and war-destroyed premises, 
it is certain that a very large increase in office floor space 
has occurred in the area as a whole and other sources con- 
firm that there has been a considerable increase in total 
employment there since 1948. 

On the other hand, the increase in employment has been 
accompanied by a reduction in the resident population (the 
percentage reduction in the central area being twice as 
heavy as in the rest of the county) while the population in 
the green belt and outer country ring has been increasing. 


The future effect on London 


There is therefore the prospect of increasing congestion 
in the central area, heavier demands on public transport, 
increasing traffic and car parking difficulties and a greater 
lack of balance between working and resident population. 

A further factor to be considered is that the central zone 
provides services to the public in the form of shops, show- 
rooms, hotels, restaurants, and places of entertainment 
These uses are already barely sufficient for the numbers of 
office workers, suburban shoppers and visitors who use 
them daily and any further reduction in the area devoted 
to them would seriously affect the functions of London as 
the capital city. In the City of London offices and com 
mercial uses have superseded residential uses almost en 
tirely and have tended to supersede others. It is certainly 
undesirable that such a process should change the character 
of the West End. London is the most important single 
turist centre in Britain and it is so because of the services 
and amenities which it provides. It is essential that a large 
part of the central zone should be safeguarded against an 
expansion of office uses in order to preserve these essential 
functions. 

Steps already taken by the Minister 
and the Council 

The growing evidence of congestion in central London led 
the Minister of Housing and Local Government to make 
several amendments to the Development Plan. Some areas 
previously allocated for office or commercial use were re- 
zoned for residential use, and the Statement was amended 
to provide that residential uses of land in the central zone 
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should be maintained (paragraph 18(vii),) and that planning 
permission should not be given except in very special cir- 
cumstances for a change of use for office purposes of resi- 
dential buildings and places of assembly, even in an office 
zone Or in the central zone (paragraph 18(iii)). In accord- 
ance with these decisions we have refused permission for 
office development on a number of sites in the central area. 


Consideration of further measures 

The situation still gives cause for concern, and we are 
considering what further remedial measures should be 
taken as it is apparent that some reduction in the present 
rate of office development is necessary. We think it desir- 
able, however, to draw the attention of the Council to the 
problern at this stage in order that the results of the survey 
may be generally known. There is the possibility that with 
so much office accommodation being provided, the demand 
has been more than met. As stated earlier in this report, 
there was some slackening in 1955 in the amount of 
approved office development. We are informing the central! 
and local government authorities and other organisations 
and bodies concerned with the results of the survey. 

We have already drawn attention to the decline of resi- 
dent population in the central area and the great increase 
in the population of the green belt and outer country ring.

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We are considering how office development can be further 
restrained; at the same time we are considering whether an 
increase in the resident population of the centra] area can 
be encouraged. Moreover, while it is essential that Lon 
don’s position as the administrative and commercial capital 
of the country and the centre of international business 
should be maintained and fostered, we think that the main 
tenance of headquarters offices in London is not incom- 
patible with the decentralisation by large firms and organi 
sations of departments dealing with routine clerical work 
If such departments were located in the new and expanded 
towns and suburban areas there might well be advantages 
for the employers from the economic and staffing points 
of view and the new and expanded towns especially would 
benefit from the diversity of employment they could offer. 
In addition therefore to the measures which we shall re- 
commend the Council itself to take within the Administra- 
tive County of London we propose to initiate discussions 
with the Ministry of Housing and Local Government and 
adjoining county planning authorities on the subject of a 
possible plan for office development for the whole of the 
London Region.

ye proposal to use the Southern arch abutment of 

Waterloo Bridge as a site for the permanent National 
Film Theatre (A. & B. N. July 19) approved by the L.C.C. 
this week extends the buildings planned to occupy the river 
front between Westminster Bridge and Waterloo Bridge for 
the purpose of music and visual arts. It will share the 
advantages of the growing patronage of such a centre with 
its accessibility from all parts of London. 

The accommodation to be provided has been worked 
out in collaboration with the British Film Institute. The 
requirements of a cinema of this nature must necessarily 
be more complex than those of a normal cinema. The 
screen must be capable of receiving variable sizes of pro- 
jection and the auditorium must remain flexible enough to 
cope with any future evolutions of the cinema industry. A 
separate small theatre for editing and compiling was con- 
sidered necessary. An extensive club room and bar asso- 
ciated with the cinema has been provided in the scheme, 
in addition to the normal staff accommodation,

excluding equipment—is £70,000 and it is thought that 
the building will be completed by June, 1957. 


Planning 


This has been governed by a number of factors created 
by the use of an existing vault (Waterloo Bridge) namely, 
the limitations of height caused by the cantilevered 
bridge members and access limitation by the surrounding 
structure. The position of the screen and projection box was 
thus predetermined, 

From this has come two clear advantages; the bridge will 
serve as a shelter from the weather and the audience will 
be conditioned to the dark auditorium by the relatively dark 
area under the bridge. 

Once having positioned the screen the other units fell 
naturally into place, The foyer is directly below the projec- 
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tien room and small theatre; and the auditorium is on one 
floor sloping down from the foyer level. Staff accommo- 
dation is directly accessible from the left and the clubrooms 
from the right. Heating will be by gas and the ventilation 
and electrical services are sited behind the screen with 
separate external access. 

Above the auditorium will be a suspended canopy. The 
screen stands free within the auditorium walls but is out- 
side this canopy, through which the projection box is visible 
from the auditorium. Concentric arrangements of seats 
follows the limited angles of wide screen projection and 
viewing distance has been kept within narrow limits 
24ft front row to 64ft back row. The architects are develop- 
ing a new cinema seat design.

The screen has been designed to take a varying series of 
ratios. The auditorium, it is thought, is flexible enough to 
cope with future developments of the cinema industry. The 
small theatre will seat 15 persons and will serve as a unit 
for editing and compiling programmes by the Institute. It 
makes use of a two-way projection system that feeds both 
it and the auditorium. 


The B.R.S. made a number of tests within the bridge 
vault to assess the level of noise transmission through its 
structure and as this was found to be negligible, accoustic 
problems have been confined to the desirable characteristics 
of the auditorium itself. The position of the canopy deter- 
mined the auditorium’s volume and this canopy will be 
lined on its upper surface with absorbent material. At this 
stage it is thought that the auditorium walls may be treated 
with 3in timber strips, modified at certain points, to permit 
absorbtion over 20% of its area. The floor will be carpeted 
and the hard, reflecting plaster on the canopy will give 
reverberation times of 1.3 sec. at 125 c.p.s.; 1.0 sec. at 500 
c.p.s.; and 0.94 sec. at 2,000 c.p.s. (Based on a volume per 
seat of 150 ft cub.)

HE foundations for Farnley Hey were dug during 
the Autumn of 1953, and the house was ready for 
occupation in the late summer of 1954.

entertainment, and the reproduction of music, both live 
and recorded. 

There are five different levels within the house—the 
central one, the living room dominating all the others 
by its greater height (12ft 6in) and size. Smaller more 
intimate spaces open off it and are visible from it. 
On the east and lowest side of the house, is the dining 
room with its kitchen partially screened by a sideboard 
unit suspended between the structural columns. The 
kitchen is provided with a continuous worktop and 
storage unit below the window with more storage space, 
and an extract fan and hood, over the cooker and other 
mechanical units on the north wall. Between this floor 
and the living room is the study and main entrance, with 
a small cloakroom adjacent in the stack. 
Separating living room and study is the large fitting 
housing the recording apparatus, whilst the next 
level is a “ gallery.” overlooking the main living room 
below. The gallery has a workroom at its northern 
end, and a sleeping porch at the -southern end, canti- 
levered over the valley. From the gallery, more steps 
lead to the bedroom and bathroom, and sliding glass 
doors at present lead out onto the terrace over the 
garage, which is now being roofed and glazed to house 
a guestroom and nursery. 

The house is timber framed in meranti and gurjun, 
with infilling panels of glass, various coloured plyglass, 
mahogany boarding. and pale lilac sand-lime brick. 
The timber posts are composite, consisting of three 3in 
x 2in bolted together with bulldog connectors between 
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members. Trimming joists pass through slots in the 
posts made by the omission of the central member and 
onto them are bolted 2in x 2in mild steel angle brackets, 
which support the softwood floor and roof joists. Timber 
columns are at 6ft centres, and the main span is 18ft 
with a secondary span of 12ft over the study and 
kitchen. Foundations are 134in brick on concrete foot- 
ings, with 4in site concrete on hardcore over the site. 
Columns are strapped to cast iron shoes left in the site 
concrete. There is continuous damp proof membrane 
over the floor, and then 3in screed containing the 4in 
dia. steel heating coils, through which hot water is 
electrically pumped from the coke-fed Janitor boiler in 
the store adjoining the garage. Floors and roofs are 
of lin diagonal boarding on a slag wool quilt. Garage 
and boiler house are of sand-lime brick, with a roof of 
patent pre-cast concrete beams with breeze spacers. 
Bracing walls are diagonally braced stud walls, 
mass walls of sand-lime brick. Stud walls are 
internally with celotex and plastered or covered with 
fabric: externally with aluminium foil insulation, hori- 
zontal softwood boarding. and an external finish of 
vertical meranti shiplap boardings which is oiled and 
varnished.

but the plan is not so open in design that expensive 
heating and draughts result.

A freer design treatment was followed in the hall and

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Rotterdam Revisited 


DAY spent recently in Rotterdam gave me a good 

chance of seeing something of what has been done 
to rebuild the central area of the city since my last 
opportunity, in 1947, of making a critical survey. 


Though considerable areas remain open and, except 
for a neat preliminary tidying. comparatively untouched, 
an impressive amount has been done to create a new 
centre in the district which was, except for the Town 
Hall and the adjacent main Post Office, almost wholly 
devastated in 1940. The large late mediaeval church 
of St. Laurence, completely gutted in the raid but with 
its shell still standing and its western tower reasonably 
intact, is being painstakingly rebuilt, and its transepts 
already have their new outer roofing. along with a 
certain amount of new brickwork. The mediaeval 
vaults of the outer south aisle are intact, but otherwise 
the church was completely unroofed and much calcined. 
Much remains to be done, and when the restoration is 
finished the church will be the only building in central 
Rotterdam which will recall the city’s distant (as distinct 
from pre-1940) past. 

Rotterdam is of great interest in that it is a compara- 
tively early case of a city where a whole area had to be 
reconstructed after war damage, and which was at the 
same time considerably replanned, so that new streets 
and features have been created in places where no such 
alignments could be seen before. Important thorough- 
fares like the Coolsingel and the Hoogstraat are still 
indeed, to be followed along their old courses, though 
with their actual buildings often new. Hoogstraat, for 
example, an important shopping street with its depart- 
ment or multiple stores, has had to be completely 
rebuilt. and it is unfortunate here that the chance was 
not taken to make it of a width really convenient for 
modern traffic. However, to the west of the Coolsingel 
one soon comes to the most delightful element in modern 
central Rotterdam, the completed non-vehicular shop- 
ping district (a grid of streets, not a single thoroughfare) 
whose central highway, charmingly diversified by 
flower beds, open-air sculpture, and outdoor cafés, is 
the Lijnbaan. Here one has a mixture of cafés and

restaurants, of the city’s more select and récherche 
shops, and of some small cinemas whose buildings are 
in each case of arresting. challenging contemporary 
design. Elevations do not run to more than two 
storeys, but the Lijnbaan district is just far enough from 
the far larger buildings of the Coolsingel and Schiedam- 
sewest not to be dwarfed by such large buildings as 
newspaper premises and offices. In the 
Coolsingel the eye is much arrested by the slender, 
almost mysteriously lofty carillon towers of two modern 
office blocks, but on the whole this famous street, with 
the pre-war bronze statue of Erasmus installed on a 
commanding site about half-way down, is less full of 
novelties than the far newer conception of the Lijnbaan 

Just as one sees in the new Rotterdam some modern 
building techniques, e.g. cylindrical pillars in a composi- 
tion of green ferrazzo, which are no longer fashionable 
in the still more modern city centres of resurgent 
Germany, so one finds, in certain streets, that the same 
mistakes have been made by Dutch architects, or rather 
by their business clients, as in some of our modern shop- 
ping streets at home. So it is that in the Hoogstraat 
one finds many shops and business houses whose designs 
are intrinsically reasonable, or even excellent, but whose 
details and elevations, particularly the latter, are unco- 
ordinated and unmannerly to each other, just as one 
finds with the new shops in streets like the largely new 
Broadmead in Bristol. 
building can so disregard its neighbours without a 
certain artistic impropriety. One such building in 
Rotterdam, though not in the Hoogstraat, is the Maas- 
toren, a very fine and commanding block, of some

HE Leylands Estate on the outskirts of Derby has 

been developed as an Old People’s Home by the 
Linen and Woollen Drapers’ Institution and Cottage 
Homes. The Institution provides homes and assistance 
for old people in the Drapery Trade, and it decided 
that its War Memorial should be in the form of a New 
Home at Derby to supplement that already existing in 
Mill Hill. It was completed in September, 1955. 

The development is carried out on the site of a late 
Regency house and its grounds, which contains numer- 
ous fine trees, and great care has been taken to preserve 
the natural amenities by the preservation of the trees 
and the grouping of the buildings. 

The old house has been converted 
previous contract. The cottages are of traditional con- 
struction with an open fireplace in the Living Room and 
with hot water supplied individually to each cottage by 
means of a gas circulator. Background heating from a 
central Boiler House is provided in the cottages and 
full central heating in the flats, Rest Home, nursing 
cottage and Assembly Hall. 

Cottages of several types are provided in pairs and 
terraces with Living Room, Bedroom, Kitchen and 
Bathroom which can accommodate a married couple 
or related couples. Strangers do not share accommoda- 
tion. Two blocks containing 12 flats each with Bed- 
Sitting Room and Kitchenette provide accommodation 
for those who do not wish to have a cottage or are 
unable to maintain it. 

The Rest Home attached to the Nursing Cottage 
provides 16 Bed-Sitting Rooms with communal bathing

ONE of the principal aims of most 
writers on modern architecture 
and the allied arts has been to make 
their books impossible for human 
beings, of average intelligence, to 
understand. This does not help to 
spread interest in this subject to the 
unconverted. Kidder Smith’s new 
book “Italy Builds” is quite the 
opposite; it is a highly intelligent work 
written in a clear and lucid manner 
dealing at first with the native archi- 
tectural inheritance and leading up to 
the most’ exciting contemporary 
buildings. 

Few would deny that architecture 
in Italy has in the last few years sud- 
denly come to the fore in a remark- 
able manner. The Italian genius is 
once again flowering, as the author 
says, “on such inhospitable ground; a 
country lacking in many building 
materials and rumpled by hills and 
mountains for four-fifths of its area.” 

The book is introduced by a brief 
description of the various climatic 
regions of the country and shows the 
effect that these conditions have had 
on the architecture of the past and 
how some of these ideas have been 
utilized by architects in contemporary 
work. In _ describing traditional 
methods of control of the sun and 
orientation, Kidder Smith makes the 
interesting remark, “awareness of 
local conditions and reliance on 
natural solutions, as opposed to the 
artificial air conditioning popular in 
the United States, has made these 
better and more habitable buildings.” 
Many I am sure would agree with 
this, but few would have the courage 
to write it in a book on modern 
architecture. 

One of the most interesting parts of 
the book is devoted to the analysis 
of some of the ancient squares and 
cities. The author, by means of many 
beautiful photographs and diagrams, 
shows how the relationships of one 
space or level to another has achieved 
some of the most exciting town plan- 
ning in the world. Even two or three 
steps in a square can make all the 
difference. 

The latter half of the book illus- 
trates and discusses in a critical man- 
ner recent Italian building, including 
housing, commemorative architecture, 
shops, exhibition halls, office buildings, 
etc. Many of the works illustrated are 
highly stimulating, especially the mag- 
nificent roofs to the exhibition halls 
designed by Nervi. However, the 
author points out that “Italian 
(modern) architecture is studded with 
stars in a morass of the mediocre,” so 
we in this country need not be too 
down-hearted. When on a recent brief 
visit to Milan and Rome, I must 
admit that, as elsewhere, good work 


was hard to find, but when discovered 
it was the imaginative approach to the 
subject that impressed me most. The 
Italians I feel must get more enjoy- 
ment out of creating works of art 
than other people. Even the man in 
the street takes a lively interest in 
architecture, painting and sculpture 
and knows what the designer is 
driving at. 

As in his other books, Kidder 
Smith’s photographs are first rate and 
as one who has also searched for 
modern architecture with a camera in 
many European countries, I do con- 
gratulate him on this splendid book.

HIS volume consists of eight 

essays written by lecturers, tutors 
and students at the York Summer 
School of Architectural Study, which 
has been held annually since 1949. 

In this hurried age there is a 
tendency to neglect the study of archi- 
tectural history on the grounds that it 
is superfluous and has no real bearing 
on the urgent and more important 
issues of today. This, to my mind, is 


a mistaken idea, as it is only from a 
study of the past in all its aspects that 
the present can be understood and the 
future wisely anticipated. 

These essays are valuable in this 
respect, dealing with a wide variety of 
subjects from the evolution or decay 
of the northern village to a detailed 
study of Georgian doorways in York. 


The Conversion of Old 

Buildings into New Homes 

By C. Bernard Brown, L.R.1LB.A., 

Batsford. 218 pages, 161 illustrations. 

45s. 

Without doubt this is the best book 
which has yet been published on the 
subject of the conversion of old 
buildings into new homes. The author 
has had twenty-five years’ experience 
of converting nearly every type of 
structure into a home and has detailed 
every aspect of the subject in this pub- 
lication. 

Whatever may be your financial 
resources Or the size of your problem, 
a solution is to be found in the 
examples Mr. Brown has collected 
and illustrated in this book. 

Conversion calls for team work and 
in this respect information for all 
members of the team is given, the 
architect, his client, the legal adviser, 
the builder and the estate agent. 

Beginning with a description of the 
kind of property to look for and of 
the part played by the architect, the 
builder and the various forms of 
building contract, the book goes on 
to discuss one of the most important 
aspects, namely, the various means 
whereby capital can be raised for a 
conversion. Special attention is paid 
to the recent legislation which permits 
local authorities to help and in this 
respect this book will, it is hoped, help 
to enlighten those authorities who are 
not at present fully aware of the 
benefits of converting rather than 
allowing property to become obsoles- 
cent and eventually falling into ruins. 

Having had practical experience in 
the subject, it is not surprising that 
Mr. Brown deals in detail with insula- 
tion and sound proofing. His struggles 
with local authorities has resulted in a 
chapter on byelaw requirements. Any 
architect who is faced with a basement 
conversion would do well to study the 
special chapter on this subject. 

The second part of the book con- 
tains advice on conversion for 
occupation or partial occupation 
and partial investment. The illustra- 
tion showing the property before 
and after will do much to con- 
vince many who are wondering if the 
property is not too far gone to be 
converted, that it can be saved and 
turned into a home of outstanding 
charm. An important aspect of the 
conversions illustrated is the cost 
analysis. Part III deals with con- 
versions for investment. Part IV 
concerns maintenance and Part V with 
legal problems.

Handbook on Hardwoods 


The Forest Products Research 
Laboratory has issued “ A Handbook 
of Hardwoods” (H.M.S.O., 17/6d. 
nett) which is the first step to replace 
two earlier issues, “ A Handbook of 
European Timbers” and “A Hand- 
book of Home-Grown Timbers” issued 
in 1945 and 1941 respectively. It is 
assumed that a similar publication on 
softwoods will be following. 

This new Handbook describes in full 
the properties of 151 hardwoods and 
contains brief descriptions of another 
64. The book, which is excellently 
arranged and presented, is an en- 
deavour by the Laboratory to assist 
users to decide the most suitable 
species for given purposes from the 
many available. The book has been 
considerably enlarged since the pre- 
vious publications to include more 
species and additional data and above 
all has a very valuable appendix giving 
the properties of hardwoods in a 
tabulated form for easy and rapid 
reference. 

Ten pages of introduction to the in- 
formation listed for the individual 
species of timbers explain very 
precisely what the information is in- 


tended to convey and the conditions 
under which the values given are 
derived. The headings used for each 
timber in the main part of the book 
are: the weights of timbers when green 
and when the moisture content is re- 
duced to 12 per cent.; shrinkage and 
movement; wood bending properties; 
Strength under various conditions, 
namely maximum bending stress, stiff- 
ness, energy consumed to total frac- 
ture, resistance to suddenly applied 
loads, compressive strength parallel to 
grain, resistance of indentation, shear- 
ing strength and resistance to cleavage; 
defects caused by wood-boring insects; 
natural durability; amenability to 
preservative treatment; uses. It is very 
properly made clear that the weights 
and other properties must be average 
in all cases owing to the natural differ- 
ences from tree to tree. 

The timbers are listed in alphabetical 
order of common or standard names 
and to each of these is given a botani- 
cal name. The names used appear to 
conform to those given in B.S.881 
“Nomenclature of commercial tim- 
bers” which was recently revised. A 
full index under both the common or 
standard names and the botanical 
names is given. 

A comparison of the suitable uses 
shown in the paragraphs for each tim- 
ber indicates that these uses do not 
coincide completely with the tables 
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and suggested uses for various timbers 
given in B.S.1186 Part 1 “ Quality of 
timber for joinery ” which was issued 
in 1952. Since the Handbook is a 
more recent publication it would seem 
desirable that the B.S. is examined to 
ensure that its information is in agree- 
ment with the most recent experience 
of both the F.P.R.L. and the joinery 
industry, which may themselves not be 
in complete agreement, since the 
F.P.R.L.’s views may on occasions be 
related to laboratory testing rather 
than site experience. 


A very full explanation of the basis 
used to describe the properties given in 
the tabular list is provided, which 
makes this portion of the book invalu- 
able to architects, builders and joinery 
manufacturers for quick reference. 
Another very useful appendix gives de- 
tailed information on sawing, while the 
third appendix gives kiln schedules. 

The book seems to contain just the 
right amount of data for the normal 
user for general information purposes 
and it can therefore be thoroughly 
recommended to the building industry 
as adequate for its use and well worth 
its comparatively low price. As ex- 
plained in the book if users want more 
detailed information the Laboratory is 
always willing to assist users in solving 
their problems.

HE British Colour Council has re- 
cently issued a second edition of 
its booklet entitled “Colour and Light- 
ing in Factories and Offices” (price 
15s.). It seems very surprising, since 
the colours have had to be changed to 
some extent for this new edition, that 
it should take no account of the work 
the same organization did com- 
paratively recently to assist the paint 
industry and the R.I.B.A. in the pre- 
paratory work which led to the jssue 
earlier this year of B.S.2660, “Colours 
for building and decorative paints”; 
in fact, the B.C.C. document does not 
even give a reference to those of its 
colours which correspond with or are 
at least very close to B.S. colours. 

This new publication consequently 
continues to perpetuate the un- 
economic need for the paint industry 
to manufacture to two different colour 
cards which it was understood the 
paint industry was trying hard to elim- 
inate as an aid to economic production 
through its acceptance of B.S.2660. It 
seems even more surprising when one 
learns that some members of the 
B.C.C. are paint manufacturing com- 
panies who, one gathered welcomed 
the issue of the B.S. card as a means 
of limiting the variety in their pro- 
duction. 

In the leaflet which accompanies 
the booklet it is said that it has been 
necessary to revise the colour range 
owing to technical improvement in 


paint manufacture and to the demands 


of the present age, so it would not 
have seemed unreasonable for the 
B.C.C. to have come fully into line 
with the B.S. range. In any case it 
would have been helpful to the users 
of this booklet if, in addition to the 
B.C.C. and the B.S. references, the 
nearest equivalents to the Munsell 
references had been given since this 
system is now understood and being 
used by many architects and the more 
knowledgeable decorators. 

The “ General Notes” make clear 
that the B.C.C. Advisory Services 
are available, presumably free, 
although this is not made clear, as the 
B.C.C. is an organization conducted 
for the service of industry and not for 
profit. Discussing the booklet with 
some members of the building in- 
dustry it was questioned whether an 
organization such as the B.C.C. should 
be giving detailed guidance to industry 
on the selection of actual colours as 
the circumstances of each job need 
such careful examination to achieve 
satisfactory results. A better service 
that could be given would be the 
education of management to seek 
proper advice in order to benefit from 
the use of colour and thus to leave the 
selection of colours to the properly 
trained technicians such as_ the 
architects and specialist decorators. 
They were even more doubtful that 
the B.C.C. should be giving advice on

lighting, except as it affects colour, as 
this is a matter which most certainly 
needs very skilled advice. 

It seems a little surprising that a 
chief official of a Government Depart- 
ment, apparently in his _ ofticial 
capacity, should write a preface to a 
document emanating from a private 
organization when the Government 
has its own authorities in the spheres 
of colour and lighting at the Building 
Research Station; this Station has de- 
voted much skill and time to the use 
of colour in buildings, thus if guidance 
for industry was considered necessary 
by the Factory Department of the 
Ministry of Labour, one would have 
expected it to have been sponsored 
through a D.S.I.R. publication. In the 
school fields the B.R.S. has already co- 
operated with the Ministry of Educa- 
tion to give guidance to the education 
authorities. At least H.M. Chief In- 
spector of Factories has the sense to 
recommend in his preface the seeking 
of advice of the expert but it is feared 
that the seeking of this advice may be 
taken as suggesting that the reader 
should ask the B.C.C. Not only 
is it unfortunate that this publication 
makes no reference to the B.S. for 
paint colours since it is a national 
standard, but the booklet advocates 
the use of colour symbols and colour 
identification which again are not 
national standards, and may con- 
sequently lead to confusion which 
should be avoided in any sphere con- 
cerning safety. The symbols and 
identifications submitted appear to be 
the views of a few self-appointed 
individualists. 

Apart from the actual colour 
schemes, the booklet contains mostly 
very general information which is in 
fact so general as to be of very limited 
assistance only and in any case it is 
information which should be known to 
all technicians who advise on decora- 
tion of buildings. There are few points 
which merit observation. The two 
pages contributed by the Lighting 
Service Bureau devoted to the effect of 
the different types of electric lamp on 
colours are good but will only have 
real meaning to those who have an 
adequate knowledge of colour and an 
understanding of light measurement, as 
it seems certain that many in industry 
will not understand expressions such 
as, “30 lin/ft?”. Why these con- 
tributed notes should refer to 
“dramatic effects for short period 
viewing” and for display in a booklet 
on the lighting of factories and offices 
is hard to comprehend, It is at least 
interesting to note that dirty lamps 
and fittings can reduce the effective 
amount of light by as much as 50 per 
cent. without the dirt necessarily being 
very apparent. 

The decoration schemes illustrated 
depend on _ twenty-five colours of 
which twelve are matt and thirteen 
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glossy. Nineteen of the colours only 
are taken from the B.C.C, dictionary 
of colours for interior decoration; 
each colour has a name, sometimes 
rather “fancy”, and a_ reference 
number from one of two B.C.C. pub- 
lications. Four schemes are given for 
factories, two each for private 
offices, and general offices, three 
for entrance halls, four for cloak- 
rooms and lavatories, of which 
one is especially for females and 
another especially for males. There 
is no observation for example, that it 
would be desirable that the cloak- 
rooms throughout any one building 
are decorated similarly for each sex. 
Four schemes are illustrated for rest 
rooms and welfare clinics. There are 
four schemes for canteens of which 
two are warm and two are cool treat- 
ments, but there are no real explana- 
tions as to the conditions under which 
each would be suitable. The notes 
which accompany the colour schemes 
are very random in character and are 
even somwhat unrelated in some in- 
stances; for example, the following are 
two paragraphs relating to rest 
rooms— 

“Rest Rooms are necessary for 
various reason—to provide an escape 
from noise; to provide relaxation after 
close concentration on fine work; to 
provide physical and mental relaxa- 
tion for all workers as well as 
affording an opportunity for the 
development of a friendly communal 
spirit. 

“If papers and periodicals are pro- 
vided, a shelf or table should be 
reserved for them so that they do not 
litter the room and give an untidy 
appearance”. 

Under “Canteens” there are three 
paragraphs as follows— 

“Mural paintings can provide a 
decorative feature as well as being a 
source of interest. If the use of this 
form of decoration is contemplated, 
care should be taken to ensure that 
colour harmony prevails throughout 
and that architectural balance is 
preserved. 

“It is desirable to take into consider- 
ation the colour schemes of adjoining 
rooms in order that colour harmony 
is maintained. 

“Colours which may be distracting 
should not be used in too large an 
area”. 

The last two sentences seem too 
obvious to merit printing; and it seems 
very questionable whether murals 
remain a source of interest in a room 
used every day. To say, “Easily 
cleaned materials are essential, parti- 
cularly for floors, table tops and 
kitchen equipment.” seems merely to 
be filling for a page and of course 
“cheerful colours in plain’ or 
patterned materials” can be used for 
chair upholstery and curtains — but 
would it not be better to say why?

Two new stand-on trucks for faster, 
longer distance movement of heavy 
paliet and stillage loads have been 
introduced to the “Mechanised 
Muscle” range of materials handling 
equipment by Lansing Bagnall 
Limited, of Basingstoke, Hampshire.

THIS SCHEME for the Amalgamated Dental Company 
comprises construction of a 3-storey office building, 7000 
sq. ft. area in cast in situ reinforced concrete and has a 
structural mullion frame, double glazed aluminium win- 
dows with spandrels in vitreous enamelled steel, also three 
single-storey factory buildings, 55,000 sq. ft. area. The 
column grid is 4! ft. by 22ft. with in situ columns. The main 
beams (7 tons) were cast and post-tensioned on the site and 
lifted into position by cranes. The secondary beams and 2” 
thick roof planks were factory made and pre-tensioned. 
Roof insulation is 1” cork waterproofed with bituminous 
felt. Walls have continuous high level glazing and cladding 


is in Thermalite- Y tong blocks.
